Barnett Rogers Nominated for Selectmen 
on a Close Vote. 


The Republican caucus Wednesday 
evening did not have a very large attend 
ance, about 75 being in the Hall.

Dr. Grenfell and the Deep Sea 
f Mission. 


Notwithstanding the Labrador weather 
of last Sunday, Dr. Grenfell put in a full. 
‘day’s work for his Deep Sea Mission, 
speaking in Mr. MacFadden’s pulpit at 
the West Church in the morning, address- 


ing Pastor Shipman’s Sunday School at 


Hoon, and delivering a lecture at the 
union meeting in the South Church in 
the evening. Despite the storm there 
was a large audiencé, and the lecture, 
though long, was listened to with intense 
interest to. the end.. One gentlemen re- 
marked that he would like to hear it over 
again. The stereopticon illustrations 
were very fine, and the doctor’s brief 
but graphic comments as the successive 
views of ships, fishing, Labrador scenery, 
settlements, icebergs and hospitals were 
thrown upon the screen, supplied a con- 
densed but clear account of the past and 
present of his unique work, both in the 
North sea and on the coast of Labrador. 
The mission among the “Deep Sea 
Fishermen” in the North Sea has been 
carried on for a dozen years, growing 
from one vessel to a dozen, each carrying 
a,gurgeon and all appliances for medical 


d surgical treatment of the twenty 


thousand men engaged in that perilous 
fidhery. The fact that 10,000 cases were 
trpated last year shows the magnitude 
and blessedness of medical mission work 
among a class isolated from all other help 
and in the midst of most perilous sur- 
roundings. He brought out the remarka- 
ble fact that through the efforts of this 
enterprise the grog-ships, which have 
bepn the curse of the fishing fleet, sup- 
plying vile ‘literature as well as vile 


drink to the crews, have been swept from 


the sea, an international compact having: 
been secured, allowing the gunboats of 
either of the nations to seize the ships of 
the common enemy. 

The larger part of the lecture was de- 
voted to the same medical and missionary 
work on our own-American coast, from 
the Straits of Belle Isle to Hudson Bay. 
Dr. Grenfell established this branch in 
1892 and with his little steamer, the Sir 
Donald, of which he is captain as well as 
surgeon, cruises along the seven hun- 
dred miles of coast, among the rocks and 
icebergs, visiting all the fishing fleets 
and going into every settlement, carrying 
out the mottoes on the bows of every 
mission vessel, Heal the sick,” “‘Preach 
the Word.” The'seattered and unprivi- 
leged settlements, oveupied by Newfound- 
landers and by Eskimos, have led to the 
establishment of two shore hospitals, 
where the severer cases are carried in the 
little steamer and treated by the sur- 
geons and the Christian “sisters” who 
come out from England as nurses. It is 
a singular circumstance that a family 
from the Newfoundland shore which has 
recently come to Andover learned 
through Dr. Grenfell’s addresses that 
some of their own near relatives had 
been healed from serious maladies by 
this mission.

Abbot Academy Lectures. 


The subject of Dr. Grace E. Cooley’s 
lecture last Friday. evening was Bacteria. 
The lecturer after directing attention to 
the sizé, form, structure and habits of 


these organisms dwelt especially upon 


their importance in Nature.. Their value 
in the development of dairy products was 
pointed out, also their assistance in add 
ing to the supply of nourishment in some 
plants and their beneficence in the 
economy of Nature by returning to the 
soil material absorbed by the plants. 
The germ theory was then briefiy con- 
sidered and reference made to methods 
of germ culture in the laboratory and to 
the work of Pasteur and Koch. 

The second lecture, Saturday afternoon 
on Colony Life, was illustrated by charts, 
drawings and microscopic slides. which 
added to the pleasure as well as to the 
clear understanding of the subject. The 
general plan of cvlony life, its probable 
causes and the advantages and disadvan- 
tages to the individual were shown by 
reference to a few special forms. Col- 
onies of plants and colonies of animals 
were described, and also instances where 
mutual benefit is derived from the as- 
sociation of plant and animal life. This 
last was illustrated not only by some of 
the lower forms, but by the interdepen- 
dence of mary of the flowering plants 
and insects,

Prof. Geo. Harris, the president, was 
tho presiding officer, and he first called 
on Miss Emma J. Lincoln, secretary, for 


a report of the past year’s doings. This 
was a very interesting report and cop. 
tained so muck about what the society 
has been doing that a large part of it ig 
presented by the Townsman; as follows: 
‘Doubtless every member of the Board 
of Directors of this society has been asked 
many times during the year, ‘What is 
the Society doing? and while he may 
realize that progress is being made, it ig 
difficult to point out in an instant all the 
channels through which we are working. 
In preparing my report I have tried to 
give as briefly as possible a summary of 
our work in the 2 year, together with 
a few hints on what we are hoping to do 
in the near future.

At the annual town meeting in March, 
the 8 through its president, Prof.

The offer was gratefully accepted 
and a committee appointed to confer 
with the members of the Schoo] Commit- 
tée in regard to planting these trees on 
the school grounds. This consultation 
led to the er gagement of Joseph E. Cur- 
tis of Boston, a competent landscape gar- 
dener and engineer, who visited Andover 
and looked over the school, grounds.

The committee on improvement of Me- 
morial Hall grounds have planted twen- 
ty-seven vines of ampelopsis at the foot 
of the grounds, and have set out one 
fringe tree and one elm tree within the 
enclosure The grounds have been sur- 
veyed by F. H. Foster. Mr. Curtis recom- 
mends extensive planting of shrubs, vines 
and deciduous trees at this place, to break 
up the stiffness and formality of the 

resent arrangement. The Board of 

rustees have kindly consented to co-op- 
erate with the Society in cariying out 
these plans, and the committee in charge 
hope to begin work here early in the 
spring. 

The Society has received from the Mass. 

Society for the Promotion of Agricul- 
ture $10, to be expended in the destiuc- 
tion of the tent caterpillar. Between six 
and seven thousand of the nests have 
been collected by the school children and 
destroyed. 
_ At the April meeting it was decided to 
incorporate the Society. Steps have been 
taken in this direction and we expect be- 
fore many weeks to be able to annonnce 
their completion. 

The small triangle at the junction of 
Main and Marland Streets is another 
point where the committee have been at 
work, and in making the improvements 
at this place we are promised the help 
and co-operation of Hon. Moses T. Stev- 
ens of North Andover. The ground has 
been ploughed and covered with. loam, 
and put in good condition for the winter, 
and in the early spring the work will be 
completed. 

A small sum has been expended for the 
removal of burdocks growing by the 
roadside, and it is hoped, in time, to free 
our principal streets, at least, of this un- 
sightly weed. Boxes to receive waste 
paper have been placed in the Post Office 
at the expense of the Society. 

At the November meeting the Direct- 
ors decided to engage Col. A. V. New- 
ton of Worcester to come to Andover and 
give a Mock Trial.

He Was Beheaded. 


The earliest authorities say that St. 
Valentine was a bishop, gentle, charita- 
ble and bonignant, whose tongue was 
marvelously persuasive in convincing the 
benighted pagans of the errors of their 
ways. Ho labored hard and earnestly in 
his good work, but, alas, his zeal did not 
suit the pleasure of the authorities, aud 
after being cruelly beaten with clubs he 
was beheaded. This happened in the reign 
of Marcus Aurelius Claudius, on the 14tk 
day of February, somewhero about the 
year 270, but after his abrupt taking off 
the canonization of the good bishop follow- 
ed, and his name has been a household 
word ever since. It is a singular circum-

Fine Quality of Butter Contin- 
ues Scarce. 


Disappointment In Cheese Trade—Stronger 
Turn In Eggs—Poultry Cheaper — Live 


Stock Quotatlons. 


Bos rox, Feb. 13 — The butter market 
has a steadier tone, notwithstanding the 
decline in the west. Receipts of fresh 
stocks have slightly increased, but the 
proportion of strictly fine quality is as 
small as ever, and denlers still find it diffl- 
cult to get enough to supply their custom- 


-ers. 

Very few of the invoices from Vermont 
and New Hampshire this week are up to 
the standard of extra,and brands that 
usually sold at a fancy price are now 
down to a second quality basis. The best 
western separator creameries are taking 
the lead, and when put up in packages, 
suitable for this market, they go in some 
instances higher than northern. 

But as most of the western creamerr 
men stick to the large ash tubs, their 
butter, although better than .some in 
small spruce packages, has to be sold at a 
lower rate. For this reason Boston is 
able to quote a higher price for strictly 
fine fresh made butter than any other 
market in the country. But the goods 
must be kept up in Boston style. 

Just at present the market is in a pecu- 
liar condition, and it is difficult to write a 
report that will be clear to both sides— 
local buyers and country shippers. Per- 
sons who want a fancy grade of butter 
must be prepared to pay an extrenie price, 
perhaps higher than quotations, Lecause 
the kind they want is very scarce; while 

shippers, who think their butter is the 
best made, may be disappointed if the 
prices obtained are 2 to 8 cents below quo- 
tations. 1 

Last week's receipts showed a slight 
gain on the two precedll weeks, and a 
material gain on the corresponding week 
of last year.

The egg market has taken a stronger 
turn. Receipts continue quite liberal, 
but the low prices have increased con- 
sumption and a larger supply will be 
needed from this time forward; that is, 
if prices are kept on-a reasonable basis. 
As the market now stands retailers should 
sell five or six dozen for a dollar. 

Other Produce. 

There is no improvement in the bean 
trade. Car loads of choice mediums and 
marrow pea are offered at $1.25 per bushel 
to arrive, and selling at $1.30 on spot.

Life Work of Lincoln Extolled 
by Southern Congressman. 


South Now Standing Solidly For the Old - 


Flag—Late War the Resnit-of Misunder- 
standing and Misrepresentation. 


Boston, Feb. 13.—Two hundred mem- | 
bers of the Middlesex club were at dinner 


at Young’s last evening—a Linvoln din- 
ner. It was a grand Republican demon- 
stration. A handsome steel engraving of 
Speaker Reed on the dinner card, and en- 
thusiasm at the mention of his name 
showed where the sy mpathies of the club 
are. . 
Ex-President John Haskell Butler led. 
He said: We all of us regret most ex- 
ceedingly the enforced absence of our 
president, ex-Governor Brackett. We 
meet here tonight in honor of America’s 
greatest man. We feel all the more de- 
voted to this duty because this club was 
one of the first of American associations 
to give remembrance to an honored cus- 
tom in acknowledging the life and services 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

“We, in our services, have endeavored 
to select some particular incident in the 
life of Lincoln, and do draw a lesson. My 
friends, this is a time when we can look 
back and wish we had a man like Abra- 
ham Lincoln at the helm of the ship of 
state. 

“‘We have right here, within the last six 
months, a spectacle that 10 years back we 
would have said would never have oc- 
curred in this 19th century of boasted civ- 
flization. Nations claiming to be Chris- 
tian are looking down at the murder of a 
Christian people, and doing nothing. We 
find the United States almost making a 
declaration of war. There never was a 
time when we could better sit and listen 
to the words of wise men, who have come 


from all parts of the country to tell us of | 


Abraham Lincoln, and draw from his life 
lessons of comfort and guidance.“ 

Congressman Walker was the principal 
speaker, and as he was the commander of 
the famous Stonewall brigade, after the 
death of Stonewall Jackson, his tribute 
paid to the martyred president was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. He said, in part: 
»In behalf of the veterans of the Confeder- 
acy I extend to the veterans of the north 
the hand of greeting. I announce that the 
clouds of passion which so long obscured 
the reason of men are dispersed, and on 
the hills and through the valleys is burn- 
ing the fire of patriotism beneath the 
Southern cross. 

Solid South Is No More, 

“The south submitted the question of 
secession to the arbitrament-of the sword, 
and they will abide their fate, as. becomes 
a good and brave people. When next the 
southern people march forth in battle, it 
will be under the flag of the Union. I 
come to proclaim the glad tidings that the 
solid south is no more. Kentucky and 
Tennessee have broken the ranks of 
Democracy, and West Virginians joined 
the Republicans ranks. The color line 
has been obliterated in the politics of Vir- 
ginia. The most effective weapon of the 
Democratic partyin years has been the 
race issue, until thousands of men, who 
are Repuplican in heart, have been de- 
terred from expressing their honest pre- 
ferences at the polls, but today we find 
that changed. 

“No great man was so ever misunder- 
stood and so misrepresented by the south- 
ern people as was Lincoln from ’61-’65. 
We knew. nothing of him excepting as 
was written by the bitter pens of political 
opponents, or told by unfriendly orators; 
we believed he was our enemy, was hos- 
tile to all people of southern birth, and 
we hated him. We can see now that he 
‘was not the enemy of the south, but in 
fulfilment of the duty imposed upon him 
was carrying out the task of preserving 
the Union. We hail George Washington 
asfather of our country; we now hail 
Abrah Lincoln as er of the 
Union, founded. by our “fi 
may this great fabric, erected and pre- 
served by so much blood and treasure, en- 
dure so long as the names of Washington 
and Lincoln be gratefully remembered.” 

Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks of Indian- 
apolis said: ‘The celebration of the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln is the celebration of 
the birth of the Republican party in the 
United States.

MRS. HARRIST (HOLT) MANNING. 


Mis. Harriet Manning died at the home 
‘of her youngest daughter, Mrs. Edward 
Snell Ricker, in Merrimac, Monday even- 
ing, at6 o'clock, after an illness which 
continued since the previous Wednesday. 
On the evening of that day she con- 
tracted a cold which. rapidly assumed 
the nature of pleurisy, to which her not 
over vigorous constitution yielded. 

Mrs. Manning was the oldest daughter 
of Thomas and Ruth Holt of Andover. 
She was a native of that typical New 
England town and was born July 8, 1817.

Destroyed by Fire, 


The dissolution of the ancient.dwell 
ing owned by Mrs. Isaac Fish, which 
stood near the Boxford line in the Kim 
ball District, occurred about 2 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. The flames from the 
oaken timbers were reflected by the sky 
and were visable miles away. Just how. 
the fire happefied is not known, but Mrs, 
Eliza Pratt, who occupied the building, 
when awakened by the crackling of the 
flames and the sense of suffocation by 
smoke, was obliged to make her exit 
through a window, and had no time to 
clothe herself. 

Subsequently in trying to reach a few 
articles of apparel she was burned quite 
painfully. She made her way barefooted 
and almost naked to the house of her 
nearest neighbor, Mr. Samuel Fish, and 
was lator received and cared for by the 
family of Henry Long, where-she ‘was 
made comfortable. She is & lady over 65 
years of age and had been the sole occu- 
pant of the house several months. i 

The dwelling was itself a reliv: of an- 
tiquity, and had probably wethered the 
gales of 200 years. It was of peculiar 
construction, its frame was of hewed oak 
tenanted together like a ship’s bottom, 
and between the posts it was bricked up 
to afford better protection from hostile 
Indians. The floors were of planks two 
inches thick and very wide. In the front 
hall there was considerable carving of 
the old style. The old fashioned chim- 
ney at that time was built at the end of 
the house, and on the inside room the 
family used it for domestic purposes, 
while that portion out of doors was used 
by the friendly Indians when they wished 
to prepare their food. With the old 
dwelling much that is traditional was as- 
sociated, and in the destruction consider- 
able furniture and other articles valuable’ 
for antiquity disappeared. The building 
was insured with Agent E. S. Colby in 
the Merrimac Mutual Company for $300.

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GIRLS VALUE PURITY IN MEN. 


The Exceptions, Who Wed Men of the 
World, Always Repent of It. 

A young man writes to Edward W. 
Bok inquiring why so many girls seem 
to prefer the company of young fellows 
of slightly blotted character—men who 
have seen the world—and in many cases 
marry them, in face of the fact that 
their past lives are known to them. In 
The Ladies’ Home Journal Mr. Bok, its 
editor, makes this reply: ‘‘Girls—that 
is, the right kind of girls—do not prefer 
the company of young men of this sort. 
Doubtless, you have come across in- 
stances where this rule has been other- 
wise; so have I. But it is all in the 
seeming, and not in thereality. Depend 
upon one thing—girls have as high an 
estimate of purity in man as meh have 
of purity in woman. 

There are, of course, cases to the 
contrary, but these arefew. Where girls 
marry men who are known to have led 
what is called a ‘worldly life,’ it is 
more generally due to a misunderstand- 
ing of facts or to ignorance than people 
imagine. There is a type of girl who 
finds a peculiar satisfaction in the con- 
quest of a man who has ‘seen the world’ 
and then comes to her as the one woman 
of all her sex who can make him happy. 
This sometimes pleases her vanity and 
love of conquest, but she is not many 
years older before she discovers that she 
has satisfied those feelings at a very 
high cost. 

There is another type of girl who 
rather fancies a man who is what is 
called ‘fast.’ But that sort of girl is 
painfully ignorant of what is meant by 
that word as applied toa man. If she 
were not, she would be very apt to 
change the adjective to ‘vulgar.’ And 
as she matures she finds this out. It is 
only young men of upright lives who 
can hope to win the favor and love of 
girls of high motives, the girla who 
make the best wives. If, at times, girls 
seem to favor young men of another 
kind, the glamour is simply transitory. 


It is rare, very rare, that a girl's better 
instincts do not lead her to the higher 


grade of yonng men. An upright life 
never fails of reward, and of the highest 
reward, from the hand of woman. 


HOW INDIANS, -MEASURE TIME. 


They Fix Their Dates by.Sleeps and Moon 
and Winters. 

Our Indians measure time solely by 
days, by sleeps, by moons and by win- 
ters. The Indian has no name for any 
subdivision of time less than a day. 
When he desires to indicate a shorter 
period, he points to the heavens, and 
measuring off a space says, It was as 
long as it would take the sun to go from 
there to there. A day is from daylight 
to darkness, sleep, or night, from 
dark to daylight. He has no name for 
any day, nor has he any subdivision of 
time corresponding to our week. A 
moon commences with the first streak 
of the crescent in the west and lasts un- 
til the next one appears, but the days of 
the moon are neither numbered nor 
named. From winter to winter’’ is 
the nearest approach he has to our term. 
The year commences with the first fall 
of snow. An Indian will tell you he is 
so many winters old, but having no 
months or days he never bas a birthday. 

The Indians who formerly inhabited 
the southern part of Texas, where there 
is no snowfall, are said to have fixed the 
commencement of the year at the first 
„norther, a furious and chilling wind 
that sweeps from the north and is of fre- 
quent occurrence during the winter 
months. 

No year has any name or number fix- 
ing a sequence or point of reference, but 
each band will designate a year by its 
most prominent occurrence, as a fight 
with bosti les, death of a chief; preva- 
lence of disease, abundance or scarcity 
of food, or failing anything marvelous 


or striking by the name of the stream on 


which was located the winter camp. 
But these are mere remembrances, and 
excellent as is the Indians memory 
they, after a few years, fade into a 
jumble of disconnected facts without

THE Osdoobs WHO sTAID AT Home. 


The story of John Osgood’s little 
band of eleven will take a few more 
lines. The six sons who left families 
did not try to spread out over the land, 
but kept together, son following father 
in the same business very geuera-ly. 
The one daughter Hanna married her 
neighbor Theodore Barnard, and fur- 
nished a wife for the Hon. Samuel Phil- 
lips in young Elizabeth, then finished 
her days with her cousin Samuel Os- 
good aud Nathaniel Frye, as before re- 
lated. Her oldest brother Dea. ‘John 
married Hanna, daughter of George 
Abbott and Dorcas Graves. 

The Abbott line supplied only four 
mothers in John Osgood’s descent, ex- 
changing but three Osgood brides, 
while two each of Chandler and Holt 
stock were added. It was Adams, Al- 
len, Frye, Barnard, Bailey, Burtt, Blan- 
chard, Brown of Tewksbury, and, most 
frequently, the Johnson tribe, with a 
few Ingalls and Kimballs, that meet the 
eye on the records of allied families, 
and indicate the neighborhood of the 
old homes. 

Hanna married Samuel Chickering, 
linking in the Holt clan. Mary went 
to Maine with an Allen; ‘Dorcas to 
Boston with Marsh, (perhaps the ances- 
tor of Jordan & Marsh!) ‘Elizabeth 
marrying Col. James Frye, the hero of 
Louisburg and Bunker Hill. John be- 


| came one of the proprietors of Concord 


N. H. with his Abbot friends, and was 
on hand to furnish coffins for the Krad- 
ley Indian massacre. His son John, 
culonel of militia, abode in Andover, 
and the elder man returned in 1765 to 
finish his days with his new daughter- 
in- law, Huldah Frye, and her three 
lively sons, the four daughters of the 
dead Martha Carlton being well estab- 
lished. 

Everybody who is acquainted with 
the gentlewomen of the Carlton type 
will be greatly amused to find that, in 


spite: of: the oppesition of ‘both John | Oi 


and step-mother Hulda, Martha Osgood 


who had succumbed to the fascinations 


of the valiant Gen. Enoch Poor, broth- 
er of our major, and also a hero of Bun- 
ker Hill, flies out of her chamber win- 
dow to the wilds of Exeter, Enoch’s 
home, and lives forever after happy and 
honored. Her sister Dorcas, at first, 
becomes Mrs. Isaac Marble; but a 
neighbor of Euoch's up country, Dr. 
Henry Dearborn, with a tremendous 
war record ending as Colonel at York- 
town, wins the widow Marble for his 
second, goes to Congress, becomes Sec- 
retary of War, collector at Bostun Port, 
and finally, Gereral of the Army. Dor- 
cas shares with Dearborn his good luck 
and passes away just before he is sent 
as Minister to Portugal, leaving her 
son to become Mayor of Roxbury, 
among other honors. (All this maybe 
follows Martha's bold adventure from 
the window.) 

Mary Osgood settled down in And- 
over with Isaac Farnham, and among 
her grandchildren I believe the late Dr. 
Berry can be reckoned. Hanna mar- 
ried Simon Greenleaf, whose family u 
still represented in the North Parish. 
The young half brothers, being Fryes, 
of course begin to roam. ‘John goes 
to Haverhill, N. H., and makes famous 
tall clocks. We find his son back in 
Boston making watches. Enoch tans 
leather in Newburyport, while Alfred 


makes it into shoes, Alfred, a jeweller 
of Boston, furnishing valuable notes 


for Osgood genealogy and Essex geo:o- 


‘John’s other boy ‘Joseph Osgood, a 
Harvard man, captain of a ship in 


Spanish wars, captive in Spain, finally 
settles duwn as an Andover druggist 


and physician, dying after thirty years 
deaconship in the North Church, leav- 
ing his son Dr. George to succeed. 
His Joseph also became a famous Salem 
doctor, while’ Rebecca, ho- married 
Moody Bridges, represents the female 
succession. 

Gofng back to Lieut. John, the de- 
scendants of his son ‘Nathaniel include 
Betsy Osgood, wife of Willard Williams 
of Boston, Willard’s mother being Abi- 
gail, daughter of Dr. Thomas Russell of 
Andover, and their son Henry, educat- 
ed in our Phillips, the celebrated spec- 
ialist in eye disesses. In him was united 
the two lines from John and Christo- 
pher Osgood. ‘Jeremiah went to Con- 
necticut, settling on Osgood's Hill,” 
with ‘William, whose second wife Mary 
Appleton, daughter of Is ac Appleton 
and Priscilla Baker of Ipswich, aided 
in rearing a family of great gain to the 
Nutmeg State. 

Joseph's children only got across the 
river into Methuen and Dracut — great 
workers were they all. The Milford, 
N. H., entigrants .named ‘‘Osgood’s 
Pond.“ Major Osgood in Methuen 
made scythes, and his son added Rus- 
sia Salve, still justly celebrated, to hs 
fame and the laurels of Lawrence town. 
Solomon of Dracut was distinguished 
in mathematics, married Phebe Colburn 
of the same line that claims ‘the late 
George Colburn, whose widow resides 
among us; and from this marriage came 


loving remembrance, the typical Usgoou 


wife and mother, Phebe, wife of Sulo- | 


mon H. Higgins. 

In ‘Josiah’s line I find one missionary 
to the Canadian Indians. His most 
successful descendant was ‘Col. Ben of 
Westford, tanner, who inherited from 
his partner, a childless man, a large es- 
tate which added to his g: eat influence 
as a man of character and ability. The 
musical talents of this line came to the 
front in the Lawrence branch, by Josi- 
ah, connected with the cotton mills and 
for many ‘years a teacher of vocal music 
in the adjoining towns. In the. West- 
ford line, George Laurie Osgood of 
Brookline, after Harvard, took a course 
at Berlin and Milan, and returned to be 
a famous conductor and composer, —in 
1875 the director of the renowned Boyls- 
ton Club. 

Another descendant in William Os- 
good’s line, I find we have in Miss Bean 
now conuected with the work at the 

‘ Seminary Library. 

A paper on Christopher Osgood must 
await some interesting facts, not given 
by the “Osgood Register,” which are 
on the way to Andover.

The Devotion of Women Teachers. 


Dr. G. Stanley Hall, in discussing 
“The Case of the Public Schools,” in 
the Atlantic Monthly, pays this tribute 
to female teachers: 

„Mr. Hewes has shown that the aver- 
age salary of the American teacher, 


counting fifty-two weeks to the year, is 


$5.67 per week for such male teachers 
as remain in the ranks, and $4.67 for 
female teachers. ‘Asa partial index of 
the disposition of our population to our 
public school system’ this is not reas- 
suring. The highest average salary, 
according to the Report of the Commis- 
sioner of Education, is $1181 per year 
in Massachusetts, and the lowest $213 
per year in North Carolina. ‘The av- 
erage pay of teachers in our public 
schools furnishes them with the sum of 
$5 a week for all their expenses.’ In 
1885 salaries were higher than they are 
now, but in 1889 the average; salaries of 
American teachers were lower, so that, 
on the whole, we are just’ now improv- 
ing. The $95,000,000 spent in this coun- 
try for teachers in the public schools 
every year must be divided among 368,- 
000 teachers,—more than twice as many 
as in any other country of the world. 

Although these figures take no ac- 
count of the fact that many rural teach- 
ers are engaged in other vocations a 
large part of the year, they are appall- 
ing enough. And the reason for the 
displacement of male by female teach- 
ers, until in many parts of the country 
the former seem doomed to extinction, 
is apparent. At present, the American 
school system as a whole owes its high 
quality, in no small measure, to the no- 
ble character, enthusiasm and devotion 
of women who make teaching not only 
a means of livelihood, but in addition 
thereto a mission service of love for 
their work and children. To increase. 
this love is to increase the best part of 
their, services, and to diminish it is to 
degrade it to mere drudgery and rout- 
ine. As the culture of women gradual- 
ly rises, it becomes more and more evi- 
dent how unjust have been the discrim- 
inations against them in this field, 
where in higher and higher grades of 
school work their service are becoming 
no less valuable than men’s.
